Mr. Midgley. by authority of his position as 
commissioner ot tho freight pool, ordered the 
sugar to be carried by another lino of rail- 
way. Tho Bock Island road, being a mem- 
ber of tho pool, had to comply, and tho ship- 
pers object to outside porsous ch'ctating over 
what road they shall send their freight.

Continental refinery thinks the assumption 
of arbitrary authority by tho railroads an in- 
fringement upon tbo rights of shippers, and 
asks the court to sustain them in their oppo- 
sition to tyrannical monopoly.
